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Pensions for All Is the Answer 


A bill, it is said, will be introduced in 
the legislature at the present session to 
compel school boards to set up pension 
schemes for teachers. This will of course 
be welcome news to the thousands of 
teachers in the province. If the taxpayers 
do not hail with equal enthusiasm the 
prospect of having to contribute to the 
pension funds, they may find consolation | 
in reflecting on the broad effect the es- 
tablishment of teachers’ pensions will 
have.

Under Part I a housing loan may be 
made up to 80 per cent of the lending 
value of the house to be built. The Dom- 
inion will put up 25 per cent of the loan, 
and the balance must be secured else- 
where. Since loan companies have not 
been making building loans in Edmonton, 
the city is asking for powers of a “‘lend- 
ing institution” to borrow and re-lend the 
three-quarters of the loan which would 
otherwise be drawn from these sources. 

This, it is understood, is the section of 
the Act council has in mind at present; 
rather than the building of low-cost 
houses for rent. Should the city be able 
to borrow its proportion of loans from the 
Dominion, which is probable, consent of 
the legislature is all that is required to 
make it possible for a resident to build a 
home for himself on easier terms than 
have ever been obtainable. 

An important feature is that houses 
built under this section would immediate- 
ly become sources of guaranteed tax rev- 
enue to the city, the Dominion paying in 
the proportions cited above for the first 
three years. Every house built under 
this section would therefore add another 
taxpayer to the list and increase the total 
assessment over which the tax levy is 
spread. 

Hence should the legislature refuse 
consent, this would not only prevent a 
badly needed increase in living accom- 
modation and doom builders to another 
quiet season, but would also debar the city 
from distributing the oppressive tax bur- 
den over a greater number of payers.

Centralized Government

Our aim ought to be that of providing 
a wide, yet unified opportunity for youth “to see 
life steadilly and to see it whole.” Unless young 
men and women, at some time or other, in the 
course of a university education arrive at the 
grand awakening, which is life’s most ennobling 
experience, examinations passed, degrees con- 
ferred and qualifications for entrance into pro- 
fessions acquired, do not alter the fact that they 
have poor, unenlightened minds. They may go 
out into the world and exercise the variety of 
professions to which the university provides a 
gate ‘, but they will never be genuine doctors, 
teachers, ministers, lawyers or men of business 
and they will have missed entirely the distinc- 
tive contribution a university has to give to its 
students 

A modern university, of necessity, is much 
occupied in what is called professional training. 
We take some region of life and there we train 
men and women to become acquainted with the 
sifted deposit of human experience and wisdom 
that is concerned with the related special exer- 
cige of skill or accomplishment. They go out into 
the world to become workers in that way of life. 
Because of their training, they are men and 
women of immense influence. Consequently, the 
university must ask continually—In what spirit 
do they go from our halls? It ought to be our 
aim so to exercise them in the discipline of their 
education that they bring to their life-work a 
wide, enlightened outlook, seeking for the great 
ends of humanity rather than for persona! gain.

| PLASTIC HOUSES sea. The disintegrating ef- 
IN THE FUTURE fects of sea-water and tro- 
pical sunshine must be 
made the subject of tests. Airships, like sea ships 
require that every part be of the best. In time of 
danger the collapse of one small part throws 

strain on the remaining structure or rigging. 

Obviously, a material that can resist terrific 
Strains and the attacks of the elements will be 
quite good enough for the construction of houses. 
So it need cause no surprise to know that an 
engineer speaking a few days ago at a conference 
on House-Building Technics, asserted that the 
solution for the low-cost large-scale housing 
needs of the continent, lies in pre-fabricated 
houses cast in sections from plastics and fastened 
together with powerful adhesives. 

This will be bad news to carpenters, plas- 
terers, painters and decorators, for a house cast 
from plastics will have a fine finish that no hand 
labor could achieve. Erected on a cement foun- 
dation, it would be virtually “glued” together 
with plastic adhesives. Houses built in sections 
on assembly line output would permit of skilled 
engineering at present beyond the purse of any 
but the wealthy.

The plastic house may not be here for years, 
though if the plastic plane proves beautiful in 
finish and balance, strong and cheap, the plastic

On This Date

Twenty years ago today, on Feb- 
|ruary 17, 1919, Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
died. A new generation has grown 
up who will find it difficult to un- 
derstand the sense of personal loss 
felt by so many Canadians, just as 
a still older generation grieved for 
the passing of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald in 1891. 

When Laurier died Prime min- 
ister Sir Robert Borden was in 
Europe busy in the negotiations of 
| the peace which has proven so il- 
lusive. Having been notified by 
cable of Sir Wilfrid's death, Sir 
Robert issued this tribute “to the 
great Canadian conciliator, his pre- 
decessor in office. 

“It is with the deepest sorrow 
that I have received the tidings of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s death since 
I became leader of a _ political 
party more than 18 years ago, our 
relations have been intimate and 
never have our political differ- 
ences interefered with our person- 
al friendship. 

“With his death there passes 
from the stage one who was from 
the first a commanding figure, 
and during a long period the chief 
figure in Our public life. To the 
affairs of state in which his life 
was passed and to which his won- 
derful ability was consecrated he 
brought remarkable gifts of leadere 
ship. His experience of nearly half 
a century in public affairs had 
given him a thorough grasp of all 
public questions and in the parlia- 
mentary arena he was renowned 
for a singular dexterity which sel- 
dom failed him. His vision of 
public questions was wide and 


| comprehensive, and his sympath- 


they draw a true picture of condi-| 


ies as well. Up to the very last he 
maintained an exceedingly keen in- 
terest in the duties of his leadership 
and in the work of parliament. In- 
deed, his political life had become 
so much a second nature that, al- 
though he felt the burdens weigh 
heavily upon him, he would never 
have been happy to lay them 
down, 

“His personality was singularly 
attractive and magnetic; and with 
this he combined an inspiring elo- 
quence, an unfailing grace of dic- 
tion in both languages and acharm 
of manner which gave him a su- 
preme place in the affection end 
respect of his party. All Canada 
will mourn his loss, and those who 
differed from him will be pro- 
foundly conscious that his death 
leaves in the public life of our 
country a blank that cannot be en- 
tirely filled.” 

The formal tribute of the House 
of Commons was voiced by Sir 
Thomas White, who had not per- 
mitted his difference with his for- 
mer leader on the trade issue to 
weaken their personal friendship. 
The Laurier funeral will never be 
forgotten by those who shared in 
it,

ROME, Feb. 17—The Giornale 
D'Ttalia Thursday frankly stated it 
was Italian airmen, flying Italian 
planes, who bombed Port Mahon, 
Minorca, on Feb. 8, while the British 
cruiser Devonshire was in port 
functioning as neutral ground for 
parleys leading to the surrender 
of the Island by the Spanish gov 
ernment to the Insurgents, 

The paper revealed this fact to 
make it plain that, in its opinion, 
credit for surrender of Minorca be- 
longs not to the British, who ar- 
ranged it, but to the Italian airmen 
who came up in the nick of time 
when it seemed that all was lost.

US. Estimated 
Oil Reserves Are 
Given Big Boost 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17 United 
States estimated oil reserves, the 
petroleum now “in sight’ under- 
ground, were boosted about 16 per 
cent Thursday by H. C. Wiess, 
president of the Humble Oil and 
Refining Company of Heuston, Tex, 

His was the first estimate this 
year of the results of conservation 
and scientific discovery. He told 
the American Institute of Mining 
and Metallurgical Engineers the re- 
Serve is 17,505,000,000 barrels. This 
is 2,500,000,000 more than the fig- 
ures last year of the American Pet- 
roleum Institute,
